S.0.491(E):—The following amendments made to the Articles of Association by the Rajkot Seeds Oil and Bullion 
Merchants Association Ltd., Rajkot, in exercise of the powers coriferred on it by Sub-Section (1) of Section 9A of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 and as approved by the Central Government arc hereby published as required under Sub- 
Section 2 of that section viz. 

Amendments 

In the existing Articles:— 

I. "New Article (7) A"; 

After Article (7), the following new Article (7) A shall be added, 

"7A-Panels of Member*" 


(1) All members, excluding the Associate members of the association shall be classified into three panels as 
follows;— 

(1) Brokers 

(2) Ready Dealers 

(3) Producer 

(2) (a) Broker*’Panel will consist of any Member who undertakes brokerage business or business as Commission Agent 

in oilseeds, oils and/or oilcakes as also all other members not included in any other panel. 

(b) Ready Dealer*’ Panel will consist of any member engaged in the purchase and/or sale of oilseeds, oil and/or 
oilcakes having a valid sales tax registration licence, whether or not he is in addition a broker; provided that a 
Commission Agent in the ready trade having a "Sales-tax Registration Licence maybe included in Ready Dealers' 
Panel." 

(c) Producers' Panel will consist of any member who is owner of cultivable agricultural land, and is engaged in 
agriculture, as well as engaged in futures trading or undertakes Brokerage business or business of commission agent 
in purchase and/or sale of oilseeds, oil and oilcakes and is having a valid sales tax licence. 

(3) (a) All the present members of the Association shall be included in one or the other of the Panels mentioned in clause (1) 

above, according to the predominant interest of each of them. 

(b) A member in the first instance may declare the panel to which he desires to belong but the particular panel in which 
he will be included shall be decided as hereinafter provided, 

(c) The Board shall at all times have powers to consider the question of altering the Panel of a member either at the 
request of a member hi respect of his allocation or at its own initiative, op the basis of such information as it might 
have in its possession including such representation or objections as it might receive from a member in respect of 
another member regarding the latter's inclusion in a particular panel. 

(d) Thed Board shall at all times have power to obtain such information including represen tatiops or objections from a 
member in respect of another member regarding the latter's inclusion in a particular panel, as it may deem proper 
and reasonable in order to determine the predominant interest of members. 
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(e) The Board shall bear the member and take into consideration the representation made by him, if any, before altering 
his allocation to a panel. 

(f) No change in panel of any member shall take effect until the Elections are over, if such change has taken place 
during forty-five days preceding the day fixed for election of the Directors. 

(g) In respect of allocation of panel to a member, if there be agreement between the member concerned and the Board 
as to the panel in which he should be included, the member shall be included in such panel; if there is a difference 
of opinion between the member concerned and the Board regarding the panel in which he should be included, he 
shall be included in such panel as the President of the Association may, in consultation with and with the approval 
of Forward Markets Commission, decide. The decision arrived at in the manner provided herein shall apply wher¬ 
ever the question Of allocation of panel or change of panel has to be decided at any stage or at any time. 

(h) The provisions contained hereinbefore regarding allocation of panel shall also apply to a member who may hereaf¬ 
ter apply for membership of the Association. 

(i) No member shall be included in more than one panel at any time. 

(j) The total number of me mb ers in any panel is not restricted but may vary from panel to panel. 

(k) Where a member ceases to carry on or changes the business entitling him to belong to any particular panel, he shall 
intimat e to the Board of such ceasation or change and the Board may take such action thereon as it may deem fit. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in Clause 3, of this Article, the Forward Markets Commission may, if in its opinion 
the interest of trade so requires, direct the Board to review the distribution of members into the variouspanel, and may 
also direct, if considered expedient, to include a member in any particular panel, and the Board shall, thereupon take 
suitable steps immediately to comply with same. 

IL "Article 36" 

The existing Article 36 shall be deleted and the following shall be substituted in its place. 

Article 36: 

(1) The Board of Directors shall consist of not more than 15 Directors constituted as follows :— 

(a) Seven Directors who will be elected by the members of the Brokers' Panel; 

(b) Three Directors who will be elected by the members from Ready Dealers' Panel when their membership exceeds 15 
and one Director when their membership is below 15; 

(c) One Director who will be elected by the members of Producers' Panel. 

(d) Other Directors as may be nominated by the Central Government. 

(2) If for any panel, there are fewer candidates than the number of seats provided for on the Board for that panel, the Board 
so constituted to such fewer number of Directors shall be deemed to be duly constituted and shall function notwithstand¬ 
ing such deficiency on the Board, and Board shall co.opt any member from the concerned panel as Director.
